The house met at 10 o’clock yesterday 
and was called to order by the speaker. 
Prayer by Rev, H H. Tucker, D.D. The 
roll call was dispensed with and the journal 
was read and approved.

The majority report favors the beginning 
of the election of judicial officers on 
Wednesday and to begin with solicitors 
general. 

The minority report favors a postpone- 
ment of the elections for judicial officers 
until after the election of a United States 
senator, and then to begin with the justices 
of the supreme court. 

Mr. Miller moved the adoption of the 
majority report. 

Judge Twiggs moved the adoption of the 
minority report as a substitute and madea 
strong speech in favor of his motion. 
He contended that the legislature 
could have no more’ important 
duty than the election of the judical ofti- 
cers of the state. It would be wrong to 
precipitate this election. It was said by 
some that members of the legislature were 
bored by the many candidates here. He 
bad had no such experience and was glad 
to meet the leading young men of the state 
who are here as applicants for office. Judge 
Twiggs made a strong appeal to the house 
in favor of his motion. 

Mr. Bali spoke effectively in faver of the 
majority report. He said that Judge Twiggs 
uad given no good reason why the elections 
should be postponed. There can be nothing 
accomplished by a postponement except 
the advancement of certain combinations 
which he opposed. He could see no other 
object tha, a tponement could effect. 
Mr. Estes spoke in favor of the minority 
report. He wanted the elections to begin 
with that of United States senator and then 
run through the entire list. He opposed 
the order of elections suggested by the ma- 
jority. Precedent opposed the entire pro- 
gramme laid out by the mejority. 

On the adoption of the minority report 
the yeasand uays were asked by Mr. Miller 
and ordered by the house. On the call of the 
roll the yeas were 82 and the nays 68. So 
the minority report was egreed to. 

A message from the senate was received, 
announcing that the senate had concurred 
in the resolution on rules for jvint ses- 
sions and on the inaugurationof the gov- 
ernor.
